stamped with the net weight of tb# 
contents of the case of package. This 
requirem ent is to be strictly enforced 
by tin* bureau of weights and meas­ 
ures, of the agricultural commission 
of Ohio, but the provision of the law 
which requires that the gross 
and 
tare weights be mark< d »s well win 
not be insisted upon. 
The law upon which the action of 
the bureau, through the county scaler 
is based as follows: 
“Whoever puts up or packs goods or 
articles >old by weight, into a case 
or package, and fails to mark thereon 
the gross, tare and net weights there 
of, in pounds and fractions thereof, 
or, with intent to defraud, transfers a 
brand, m ark or stamp placed upon a 
ui-e or package by a manufacturer to 
another case or package, or, with like 
intent, repacks a CHSe or package so 
marked, branded or stamped 
with 
goods or articles of a quality inferior 
to those o'1 such m anufacturer, snaa 
be fined not more than $590 or im­ 
prisoned not more than syt montns, 
or both.”
